Opposition Dwindles-to a Handful. 

The opposition in the House crumbled 
last night to thet of a few conscientious 
objectors. A fortnight ago the anti- 
compulsionists claimed 200 votes,; but 
on the. first reading they were athe to 
' muster. only 105; of whom: more ‘than 
one-half were Irish Nationalists. 

When it came to the second reading of 
the bill last night the Irish Nationalists 
| had withdrawn from. the Opposition, 
Premier Asquith had placated a major- 
ity of the bor’ members who had 
voted ‘‘ No” on the first reading, and 
only a comparative. handful remained 
irreconcilable. 

The result appears to shave been due 
partly to evidence that the country 
favors the measure and: partly to Mr. 
Asquith’s~ often displayed facility. in 
conciliation. The Premier held a con- 
ference with the Executive Committee 
of the Labor Party and Labor members 
of the House of Commons this after- 
noon, at which Ae induced the three 
Labor members of the Ministry to with- 
draw their resignations temporarily and 
apparently made a strong impression on 
the members of the Exétutive Com~ 
mittee. 

The’ labor men asked for assurances 
that the’ bill should not be used as a 
step toward géneral ‘conscription or in- 
dustrial conscription. Mr. Asquith gave 
the - promise that the bill would be 
modified’ to safeguard it from any -sus- 
~picion that it could be used for such

Teuton Attack on Saloniki 
Reported to Have Begun 


ROME, (via London,) Jan, 13:—An 
Athens dispatch to The Giornale 
Italia says: 

**An attack by “the Teutonic allies 
on the Entente positions hag begun 
with a bombardment of the British | 
lines in the Doiran zone, which lasted 
the entire day. 

“The attacking. troops are dis- 
tributed as ‘follows: The Germans on 
the west front around Monastir; the 
Bulgarians on the Gievgeli-Doiran 
line; the Turks on the east flank." 
LONDON, Thursday, J ; 
French detachment . has ey 1 Race 
on the Greek Island of. Corfu for 
provisional occusation, according to 
an Athens dispatch .to  Reuter’s 
Telegram Company. Fourteen ships 
of unknown nationality are cruis- 
ing around Corfu. 

French soldiers occupied the Xchilleion, 
(owned by the German Emperor,) on 
which the French flag was. hoisted./ 

The occupation of Corfu, say the ad- 
vices from. Athens, is a repetition of 
what has happened on other Greek Isl- 
ands. The matter has been taken under 
consideration by the Greek Cabinet and 
a protest against the occupation © of 
Corfu, which is being formlated, is ex- 
pected’ to be more energetic than pre- 
vious protests sent .to the . Entente 
Powers.. 











It is understood that the landing of 


the troops is preparatory to the trans- 
ference there of a portion 6f the Serbian 
Army for the purpose of rest and refit- 
ting. 

General Putnik, Commander in Chief 
of the Serbian Army, has: arrived: at 
Corfu, according to an Athens dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph Company. 
He is accompanied by ‘his family and 
the superior Serbian officers. 

A Rome dispatch to the Stefani Bu- 
reau says that Corfu advices report that 
a French warship landed a detachment 
of troops on Tuestiay evening in-order 
to prepare for the arrival of Serbian 
troops. 


PARIS, Jan. 12.—The ministers of the 
Allied Powers at Athens have handed a 
note to the Greek Government declat- 
ing that they regard it ag the clear duty 
of humanity to transport:-as soon as 
possible part of the Serbiam Army to a 
point near the Albanian Coast, accord- 
ing to a Havas dispatch from Athens. 

The note sets forth that this step is 
taken ‘‘in order to save these heroic 
soldiers from famine and destruction,”’ 
and that the Island of Corfu has been 
chosen for the purpdse as offering the 
necessary facilities from the point of 
view of sanitation and food: supply. 

The powers go on to say that they do 
not suppose Greece will object to the 
proposed transfcr of the Serbians, who 
are the Allies of.Greece and who will 
only remain a short time Qn: the island. 
The note concludes: 

“There. is no intention at —————

Commissioner Declares Illegal 
Project to Repair Lawns 
with Turnstile Receipts. 


RISE TO-REPEL INVADERS 


None byt Those Interested In Masque 
Found to Favor Damaging 
People’s Playground. 


A storm’ of protest gathering from 
many directions broke yesterday over 
the proposal to open Central Park for 
the great Community Madague in con- 
nection with the Shakespeare Tercenten- 
ary Celebration, which it .was .promr 
ised would bring 100,000 feet five times 
in five days to trample down the al- 
ready impoverished lawns of the North 
Green. Citizens and public officials, in-, 
cluding landscape artists and gardeners, 
who were unanimous in their indorse- 
ment of the purposes of the ue, 
still were agreed that it would ruin- 
ous to Central Park. 

Mevor Mitchel and Park Commission- 
er Ward held a conference over the 
matter, but did not announce a decis- 
ion: The Mayor and the Park Commis- 
sioner are to hold another consultation, 
and the indications are that the request 
will be denied. 

On the other hand, the committee in 
charge of the celebration insisted that 


Central Park was the only place in New 


York where the tdea of the Masque, 
that of drawing together in a commu- 
nity. celebration the hundreds of dif- 
ferent elements of the metropolis, could 
be fulfilled. On behalf of this commit- 
tee it was pointed: out by Percy Mac- 
Kaye. that they. stood ready to give 
bond for the prompt repair of any dam-. 
age that might result from the Masque, 
and funds to defray such expenses are 
to be obtained by charging admission 
to about 20,000 or 25,000 of the 50,000 
persons who are expected to witness the 
Masque, of which Mr. MacKaye is the 


author.

Attractive Women, Used as De- 
coys, Give Evidence to Men 
Posing as U.S. Marshals...“ 


|GANG CLEARS UP $200,000

In' running down a band of alleged 
slot telephone box thieves, detectives_of 
the Fourth. Branch Bureau yesterday 

ted a man who,‘ aside from a 
charge of extortion. made against him 
inthis city, is suspected by the Fed- 
eral authorities of being the leader o 
a notorious gang of blackmailers, who 
have victimized men of wealth all over 
the country. At Police Headquarters 
the prisoner said. he was Don Collins, 
28 years old, a salesman, living at Gar- 
den City, When arrested, he was out 
on $7,500 bail, awaiting trial on a charge 
of attempting té extort $20,000 from 
George H. Bancroft of Bancroft & Co:, 
brokers, at 16 Beaver Street. 

According to Frank L. Garbarino, spe- 
clal.agent of the Departmeéntiof Justice 
in“Philadelphia, who came to New York 
yesterday to see Collins, evidence now 
in the possession of the Federal authori- 
ties leads them to believe that Collins 
and his accomplices carried on a scheme 
of blackmail whereby they realized 
more than $200,000. Equipped with fake 
warrants, they are said to have posed 
as United States Marshals with author- 
ity to arrest men for violation of the 
Mann White Slave act. 

Their method was to shadow a man of 
wealth and observe closely his relations 
with any woman not his wife. If he 
took such a woman “Out of town, he 
would be followed by some member of 
the blackmailing gang to keep a care- 
ful record of the time and placé of all 
meetings.- Subsequently the prospec- 
tive wictim would be approached by a 
may whe would show a Federal badge 
and represent himself as a United 
States Marshal, authorized fo arrest 
the victim under the Mann White Slave 
act for taking a woman from one State 
to another, 

Rather than face exposure the victim 
would usually consider terms, no matter 
how exorbitant. And, according to the 
investigators of the Department of Jus- 
tice, the blackmailers charged anywhere 
from $500 to $20,000 for “hushing the 
matter up.” The fake Marshal always 
pretended that most of the hush money 
went to his “ chief.”” Transactions of 
this sort are said to have taken place 
in. the very corridors of the Federal 
Building in Philadelphia. 

The agents of the Department of Jus-« 
tice, who have been gathering evidence 
against the gang, allege that they em- 
ployed a number of attractive women 
to assist in creating evidence. These 
women cultivated the acquaintance of 
men ot wealth and social standing and 
supplied the blackmailers with data nec- 
essary to make out prima facie. viola- 
tions of the Slaye act, upon whith the

“ POSTALIZE EVERYTHING.” 

The saying that there is nothing so 
misleading as an analogy needs modi- 
fication. A statesman with an ob- 
Session is an analogy plus; that is. 
with all the misleading qualities of an 
analogy superposed upon the intent to 
misiead due to his hobby. For example, 
— Lewis, vouehed for as 
“an -althority on parcel post, tele- 
graph and telephone rates,” and bit- 
ten with the idea of Government 
ownership, draws an analogy be- 


tween telephone rates and railway 
rates: 


It costs the American:as much to 
ship his long-distance conversation 
over the wires, mile for. mile, as it 
costs him to ship a ton of freight over 
the rails. The railroads get, on the 
average, 7 mills a mile for moving a 
ton of freight. The telephone com- 
pany charges 6 mills a mile for car- 
rying a three-minute conversation. 
Gentlemen may realize how~ welghty 
their conversations sometimes are. 
They weigh about a ton on the long- 
distance wires. 


Ergo, if Americans would . only 
‘ postalize "" all means of communics- 
tion telephone rates might be reduced 
as the Postal parcel rates have been 
reduced. They might, indeed, but only 
ig reduced in like manner and with 
like results. The ‘“ postalization”’ of 
the express service was accomplished 
at the cost of miillions of loss to the 
express companies, of millions of 
deficit to the Post Office, and millions 
of unpaid bills for services- requisi- 
tioned from the railways. If the 
Americans wish a repetition. of that 
experience with the telephones and 
telegraphs ‘and railways they are 
blind to their own interests, and pre- 
fer to pay $2 in taxes to $1 in 
telephone tolis. Some things are done 
by ‘Government better than by private 
operation because they, are done 
gardiess of cost. In war, for example, 
promptness is so much more important 
than cost that it is better that Gov- 
ernment should act regardless of cost. 
But where cost is of the essence Gov- 
ernment operation is inferior, The 
economy of Government opération as 
a remedy for the excess of private 
profit is something too serious to joke 
about in these days of tax burdens 
passing endurance, steadily mounting, 
and .constantly swollen by those who 
promise. benefits . from Government, 
as though it would. cost. nothing oy 
cost less if Government did it. Ameri- 
cans may be certain that they must 
pay for whatever they get from Gov- 
ernment, with an addition for Gov- 
ernment waste instead of a deduction 
for Government economy.

Washington Square region is one 
of the few dis- 


District. tricts of New 
York that have kept much: of their old 
look, character, and charm. Those 
sober brick houges of the north side 
have come to have a stateliness, at least 
a dignity. If around the square there 
are some intfusive hew¢comers; if on the 
east we miss the old stone University 
Building, where it seemed, thirty years 
ago, that almost every bachelor of the 
village had roomed some time or other, 
yet the intruders will be getting old, 
some of them are respectable of years 
already; and the -“old’* University 
Building was scarcely a model of archi- 
tecture. 

Lower Fifth Avenue, nobly ended by 
the Washington Arch, itself a compara- 
tive freshman, is‘one of the most agree- 
able parts of the tewn.

To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

You publish in a letter in today’s TimEs a 
statement from the Prefet°of Meurthe-et- 
Moselle. Will you permit me to say that in 
five months of Red Cross work with the 
Belgian and French Armies I witnessed Ger- 
man atrodities. and that what I witnessed 
appears inthe Bryce report? I saw Germans 
at Mone on Sépt:'? burn twenty-six peasants” 
houses with peasants in them. Later I saw 
eleven civillans—men, women, and a child— 
who had -been used as a cover by German 
troops and bayoneted In the process. One 
Was a woman of perhaps 80 years of. age. 
Qne was a girl child of 12. She died from 
the bayonet wounds in her back. I saw the 
devastated City of Termonde, with those 
houses spared in which lived friends and 
spies of the Germans, the fact being indi- 
cated by German writing in chalk on the 
door. It was a house-to-house burning ef 
1,100 houses. I have seen the German ‘spy. 
system at work in Belgium, that slow honey- 
combing of a nation. in days of peace by se- 
cret agents accepting honpitelity and betray- 
ing it. 

The indictment against the German milf- 
tary system is correctly drawn. It covers 
clever acts of treachery through years of 
peace and theh, when the time to strike 
has come, the blow given to women and 
children with a widespread and unique sav- 
agery. The evidence ig all in, carefully mar- 
shaled. There only remains the remedy, 
which is that failure, not success, must be 
the reward for long-coritinued falseness and 
for the mutilation and murder of women and

destroyed—until the world is rid ‘of ag- 
gressive nations coveting the. territory. 
orwealth of other nations—preparedness 


nations possessing the coveted. territory 
or wealth. 

The American people are by tradition 
unalterably opposed to militarism—that’ 
is, to the system under which there is a 
suberdination of the civil to the milt- 
tary régime and of the civil power to 
the military power of the State. His- 
tory is a witness to the abominable 
deeds of oppression and cruelty. commit- 
ted in its name... It is incompatible with 
American ideals; which, as our Secre- 
tary of State finely expressed it before 
ithe Pan-American; Congress; do not lie 
‘in-the path of conquest, but in the paths 


‘of peace and justice. And in particular 


militarism is incompatible with those | 
principles of liberty and individualism 
which are the cherished heritage of the 
English-speaking world. 

While for these reasons, we are op- 
posed to militarism in general, with 
still’ greater reason do we dread and 
abhor German militarism, because it is 
so efficient,’ so ruthless, and so unre- 
strained by every principle of law, mo- 
rality, and humanity. The invasion of 
Belgium, the use of asphyxiating gas, 
the Zéppelin raids, the Lusitania,’ Ara- 
bic, Ancona, and other horrors of sub- 
marine warfare, the shooting of Miss 
Cavoll,; the plotting against life: and 
property, and the deeds of violence in 
this. neutral country. are each and all 
lurid revelations of the particular brand 
of militarism -which is made in Ger- 
many. Captain von Papen, upon. his 
being informed that. President Wilson 
had demanded his recall, is reported to 
have said: “I have no regrets. I 
have simply done my duty as a soldier 
and have obeyed instructions.” (It is to 
be noted that this-is a confession that 
whatever he was responsible for was 
done under the orders of his superior 
officers.) Similarly, (Captain Boy-E4, 
with equal nonchalance, is reported to 
have expressed himself as follows: ‘‘ I 
have simply done my duty as a naval 
officer, and the majority of criticisms 
against me in the American press have 
been unjustified and unfair. The Amer- 
ican newspaper men have not taken into 
consideration the strain under which I 
have labored and the fact that none. of 
my activities were individual in char- 
acter, but.that I have heen simply an 
officer carrying out oxders to the best of 
my ability under all circunistances.” 
(Another naive confession.) 

, This is the essence of German mili- 


oligarchy orders you'to do,. whether it is 
to destroy priceless works of art, to kill 
innocent women and children, or to shoot 
down a ministering angel of mercy, you 
do it without hesitation, and after it is 
done you contemplate your deeds with 
complacent satisfaction, feeling that you 
have simply acted as a blind instrument 
of ruthless military force and have done 
nothing.in your individual capacity as a 
moral being. Againgt such militarism 
the whole world, including all loyal Ger- 
man-Americans who are in sympathy 
with our institutions, should be inflexi- 
bly arrayed, and until such militarism is 
destroyed we cannot escape-the obliga- 
tions and burdens of preparedness, naval 
and military. 

The advocates of preparedness have 
sometimes ‘been accused of selfish pur- 
poses. This is the usual argumentum 
ad hominem which can always be used 
against. either party to a controversy. 
Undoubtedly selfish motives enter to 
some extent into every national policy, 
but nothing can be clearer than that 
our military and naval officers and our 
manufacturers of munitions constitute 
negligible factors in the affairs 6f this 
nation; and that the plan ot prepared- 
ness which will be finally adopted will 
be based on the broad and fundamental 
national needs and will be determined 
in accordance’ with the judgment of 
patriotic Americans, uninfluenced by 
any selfish consideration other than a 
commendable selfish regard for the wel- 
fare of the country. And there need 
be no fear that America, in pursuing a 
sound policy of preparedness, will be 
diverted from ‘her path. of peace or 
abandon any ‘of her old ideals. 

There can also be no doubt that the 
overwhelming. sentiment and influence 
of this nation will always be for peace, 
for its maintenance so long as that 
is possible, and for the speediest re- 
establishment of it after it has been 
broken.

If the foregoing propositions are 
sound, the path of our nation’s duty is 
clearly marked out for us. We should, 
in the first place, promptly modify our 
present official attitude of neutrality in 
thought and action. 

At the outbreak of the ‘war President 
Wilson not only issued the. us proc- 
lamation of neutrality, but, out ‘of re- 
gard for the large Teutonic element in 
our population, he issued a special ap-' 
peal to the country, enjoining neutrality 
in‘thought and action.

That there.js any basis for taking such 
a question to the Governor is denied by 
régimental men., In their statement*of 
the case they say that there is nothing 
new inthe renting’ of horses. by. the 
Armories. The regiment secures the 
money for the feeding and upkeep. of 
the horses by renting? them, and fur- 
thermore the mounts are not the prop- 
erty of the State, but of the regiment, 
and it is these privately owned. horses 
which are used for drill purposes... The 
State allows a smali_amount for main- 
tenance, but nothing that is adequate 
to the upkeep of the eighty or ninety 
horses owned by the First Field Ar- 
tillery. 

The bill for maintenance each month 
amounts to between $1,000 and $1,100, 
and the regiment feels that it has a 
right to rent the horses to troopers and 
private individuals, so that there may 
not be a too heavy expenditure upon the 
men of the regiment. 

There has been no effort, it is said, to 
compete with any riding academy, and 
there is astonishment that there should 
be condemnation ot a practice which 
has been in vogue for years. As far as 
music rides and polo games are con- 
cerned, there is mever any admission 
charged for the events, and the prizes 
are donated by friends of the regiment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Statistics of 
our foreign commerce have beén ana-~- 


lyzed by a special committee of the |) 


Chamber of Commerce of the United 


and. scores what are termed the anti-| 
quated methods by which, they are pre- 
pared. The report is a forerunner of 
the country-wide business convention. to 
be held in Washington beginning Feb. 8 
under the auspices of ‘the chamber. 

‘It will be a ee" , says the com- 
mittee, of which A.) W. Douglas of#6t. 
Louis is Chairman, ‘ to learn that the 
figures as published until lately in the 
reports ¢f our Department of Commerce 
have beén in some respects so inaccu- 
rate as to make it impossible for ex- 
perts to render even an approximate 
estimate of the percentage of error, ex- 
cept to say that it is exceedingly great.” 

The committee declares that our sta-~ 
tistics are the least accurate of any 
covering foreign commerce., According 
to a.report of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce for the fiscal 
year preceding the war, our siete 
were valued at $2,500,000,000. 

“Large as this figure is, exceeding as 
it does our total imports by more than 
half a billion Wollars, it falls far short 
.of the actual volume of our exports,” 
the report declares. ‘‘ Under the obso- 
lete methcds under which our Custom 
House officials are obliged to obtain 
their data relating to exports, cargoes 
whose values run into thousands of dol- 
lars on single vessels leave our 
without being recorded in our ——— 
of exports. The latter are still compiled 
under the law of 1821, which was framed 
at a time when present conditions gov- 


erning communication and transporta- 
ier of merchandise wei’e not dreamed 


It is suggested that the Government 
be legally empowered to impose new 
penalties in order to enforce compliance 
with the regulations. Presént legisia~ 
tion, the report says, is obsolete and by 
its very heavy\penalties defeats its own 
object; the penalties should be moderate 
and thereby easily enforceable. 

In ordér that the Collector of Customs 
may ascertain whether ‘statements ;in 
the manifest are correct, ~~ offjcial, 
the committee says, should be author- 
ized by law to require the production of 
the driginul invoice for the shipments in 
question.

The committee says our statistics i 
imports are in much better shape than 
the export statistics. The total value of 
these statistics is probably as accurate 
as can be made for practical purposes, 
but the value of the imports of particu- 
lar. commodities or classes of commodi- 
ties is not always accurate and in some 
cases the gage ge yg of error amounts 
to as much as 25 per cent, The chief 
cause of the inaccuracy lies in the fact 
that in the large ports they are com- 
piled mainly from the éntries filed by

The nét profits-amounted 
to $2,852,086, or 8.25 per cént., upon the 
moneys “which belong to thé shareholders 
of thé Bank, that is, upon the total of the 
paid-up Capital and Rest. This is a de- 


crease of $316,107 from the figures of the | | 


préceding financial year, but under the 
conditions which have prevailed since 
wé last met, we trust that you will con- 
sider the result. satisfactory, especially 
as we havé ablé to continue the 
payment of the usual dividend of 10 
per cent. per annum and of two semi- 
annual bonuses of 1 per cent. each, & 
total of 12 per cent. We havo, a8 usual,

An Additional Precaution.

lished statements. Upon undertaking 
this important duty, I, found that the 
corditions brought into being by the war, 
and particularly the restrictions placed 
upon the leading security markéts of the 
world, had made the task oné of yh- 
usual difficulty. The hazards of war 
have not only seriously lowered the prices 
of all securities, but they have intro- 
duced’ an element of, doubt into existing 
values which it is difficult to allow for 
in 4ollars and cents. As a matter of.ad- 
ditional precaution, theréfore, we have 
taken the step of reserving out of Profit 
and Loss Account; as a special provision 
against these contingéncies, the sum of 
$1,000,000. After the war has been suc- 
cessfully prosecuted to a close, it is prob- 
able that some, if not all, of this afnount 
will come. back sooner or later into 
profits.

Tolls Less Than Coal Bills. 

The closing of the Panama Canal, with 
the resultant diversion of traffic to the 
Strait of Magellan, illustrates the fact 
that, from actual computation, the cost 
of coal for the additional distance 
traveled exceeds the amount of the 
canal tolls for many vessels.

Manufacturers Say Increase in Cost 
of Materials Is Alarming. ·

The increase in the price of materials 
was described as alarming by Congress- 


Association. ‘The time has arrived,” 
he. said, “when the prices of all..ma- 
terials have reached such heights that 
the maintenance of present prices and 
values must necessarily be abandoned.”’ 

Mr. Kreider gave the following figures 
to show the increase in the cost of ma- 
terials: Calf leather, 20 per cent.; kid 
leather, 25 per cént.; union and sole 
leather, 20 per cent.; linings, 25 per 
cent.; facings and straps, 25 per cent.;

TRADE USAGE FOLLOWED. 


This Is Done in a Case Involving 
_ $itk Nolls Imports. 


“Under the tariff silk noils, if over two 

inches long, are dutiable at 20 cents a 
pound. If under that length they come 
in, free. Thomas Holmes of Boston 
brought a test case before the General 
Appraisers involving an importation ‘of 
14,000 pounds, the merchandise ‘being 
described as Tussah ‘silk noils: 

It was conceded that the problem of 
correetly classifying the noils was a dif- 
ficult one, since they never come in 
skeins or threads or in such a way that 
their exact length can be told with 
mathematical precision, but in bales in 
which the fibres are always of different 
lengths.

George D. Smith Active Buyér at 
Burton Library Sale. 


The sale of Part V: of the library of 
John E. Burton of MilwWaukee, consist- 
ing of civil war material, was hegun at 
the Anderson Galleries yestérday. 

George D. Smith paid §100 for the 
“Provisional and Permanent Constitu- 
tion, Together with the Acts and Reso- 
lutions of the First Session of the Pro- 
visional.
